Telephone Boxes

Buses 


From Monday 30th June you may have observed that the terminus at 
Pheasant Rise will be on the perimter road and not just outside the 
entrance. A concrete hard-standing/bus stop is now provided almost 
opposite the Pheasant Rise entrance. 

Footpaths 

The Developers have said they will make good the Drift where it 
crosses the Ditch at the Throttle. We also are checking with the 
County Council on plans they may have to tarmac a path from Dry 
Drayton down the Drift to the perimter road. 

Path to/from Lolworth. There have been problems with this path. 
Agreed that the route is not immediately clear but legally that is 
no excuse for wandering over the farmer's land. For those not sure 
the route from Bar Hill is to walk from the sign-posted gap in the 
elm tree belt; direction about 11 o' clockto. the bridge over the 
stream. From the bridge walk about 1 o'clock to the stumps. At the 
stumps walk about 11 o'clock aiming well to the left of the Church 
about the third bungalow along. (Alternatively the Ordnance Survey 
sheet might be a better investment). Please also v/alk no more than 
two abreast or single file.
